We have already 
mentioned Madame Oswald as a pianiste well versed in the classical 
works for her instrument ; and on this occasion she amply sustained 
her reputation, not only as a solo performer, but in several compo- 
sitions with stringed instruments. The Concert was extremely well 
attended. 

On Tuesday evening, 30th January, Miss Susanna 

Cole gave her annual grand Concert at the Eyre Arms, St. John's- 
wood. The artists, besides Miss Cole, were Mr. and Madame 
Weiss. Mr. and Mrs. A. Gilbert, Miss Palmer, Madame Heywood, 
Mr. Wilbye Cooper, Mr. W. G. Offord, Mr. Chaplin Henry, Mr. 
Harper, and Mr. Otto Booth. The first part commenced with a 
duet for pianoforte and violin, in which Mr. Henry Baumer, who 
was absent from indisposition, was to have taken part, but his 
place was very efficiently supplied by Mr. Sidney Naylor. Miss 
Cole then sang "Let the bright seraphim" very brilliantly, which, 
with Mr. Harper's beautiful trumpet obbligato, elicited the warmest 
applause. A new ballad, " Thy voice alone I hear," was sung by 
Mr. Offord for the first time, with much success, and a charming 
new composition by Baptiste Calkin, " Coming light," sung by Mr. 
Wilbye Cooper, gave the greatest satisfaction. The conductors 
were Mr. James Coward, Mr. Sidney Naylor, and Mr. William 
Sudlow. 

On Wednesday evening, January 24th, Mr. J. C. 

Tiley gave an Organ performance at the Church of St. Michael 
Bassishaw, Basinghall Street. The programme consisted of 
selections from the works of Bach, Handel, Mozart, Haydn, 
Beethoven, Cherubini, Mendelssohn, Spohr, Rossini, and Dr. Flowers. 
Mr. Tiley also introduced three of his own compositions : Intro- 
duction and Fugue D major. Fugue B fiat major, and Prelude and 
Fugue D minor. The compositions by Dr. Flowers were two Fugues, 
taken from his " Essay on the construction of Fugue." 

On Tuesday, the 6th ult., a Grand Evening Con- 
cert was given at the Manor Rooms, Hackney, by Mr. W. West. 
The principal artists were: — Miss Julia Elton, Mrs. W. West, Miss 
Rycroft, Mr. Wilbye Cooper, Mr. Selwyn Jay, Mr. T. Lawler, Mr. 
F. Chatterton, and Mr. W. West. Mrs. W. West, who possesses a 
sweet and highly flexible soprano voice, received great applause, 
as, of course, did all the more well-known artists. Altogether, the 
Concert was considered one of the most successful ever given in the 
neighbourhood. 

We regret to have to record the death of Mr. Henry 

Webb, the eminent viola player, so well known to all the fre- 
quenters of the Monday Popular Concerts, as one of the most 
conscientious and painstaking artists associated with these classical 
performances. He died on the 13th ult., at the early age of 35.

Birmingham. — A performance of Costa's Oratorio 

Naaman, was given at the Town Hall, by the Festival Choral 
Society, on the 8th ult. The principal vocalists were Madame 
Lemmens-Sherrington, Miss Whytock, Mr. Cummings, Mr. Mason, 
and Mr. Patey. Miss Whytock sang the contralto music extremely 
well ; and Mr. Mason is also highly spoken of, especially in the 
introduction to the tenor air, "What meaneth he?" which he sang 
with much expression.

Titiena, Signor Bossi, and 
Signor Piatti solo violoncello. The chief orchestral work was 
Mozart's Jupiter Symphony; but the programme included the over- 
tures to Melusina, La Gazza Ladra, and Onslow's Colporteur, which 
were executed with the utmost care and spirit. The two choruses 
from Gounod's Irene (La Reine de Saba), so much admired at a former 
concert, were again performed, and one of them encored. The 
concert was well attended, and the several compositions were much 

applauded. In our notice of the Concert of the Philharmonic 

Society, on the 16th January, in our last number, we find that the 
name of Madame Lemmens-Sherrington was accidentally omitted 
from the list of principal vocalists. 

Luton. — On the 13th ult. a Choral Service was 

held in Christ Church, on the occasion of the annual choir feast, at 
which the Choir of Flamstead Church assisted. A most excellent 
sermon appropriate to the occasion was preached by the Rev. A. A. 
Gibson, M.A., Rector of Linslade, from 2 Chron. v., 13, 14. The 
discourse was delivered with much earnestness, and was attentively 
listened to throughout. After the service there was a tea provided 
for the united choirs, in the school room; and at half-past six 
o'clock a Concert of sacred and secular music was given by the two 
choirs, each performing a piece alternately. The programme 
included selections from the works of Beethoven, Mendelssohn, 
Farrant, Novello, Ac. Mr. S. Glover's song, " Charity," was sung 
by Master Robinson, a pupil of Mr. T. Cokayne, and accompanied 
by that gentleman on the violin; this was well received, and 
called forth a hearty encore, as also the laughable trio, "Dame 
Durden," which was well rendered by Messrs. Howes, Gardner, and 
Fensome. Mr. Thomas Cokayne, Organist of Christ Church, pre- 
sided at the harmonium. The collection after the service, and the 
proceeds of the concert, are to be devoted to the purpose of building 
schools for the new parish of Christ Church. 

Melbourne, near Derby. — On Tuesday evening, 

30th January, the members of the Melbourne Choral Society gave 
their first Concert, under the patronage of Colonel and Mrs. Gooch, 
in the upper room of the Athenaeum. A large and highly respectable 
audience attended, and showed by their frequent bursts of applause, 
how they were delighted with the various pieces performed. Mr. 
Granger, of the Nottingham Philharmonic Society (vocalist), and 
Mr. Rolfe (cornet), kindly volunteered their assistance. At the 
close of the entertainment a vote of thanks to the performers, and 
their able conductor, Mr. James Earp, was proposed by Mr 
Robinson, and seconded by Mr. Fox. 

Mytholmroyd. — On Wednesday evening, the 

31st January, the Church Choir gave a Concert in the National 
School-room, Scarhottom, which was attended by a highly respect- 
able audience. The principal performers were Miss Halstead, Miss 
Croft, Messrs. Farrar, T. and H. Patchett. The programme con- 
sisted of Pianoforte Solos, and a choice selection of Songs, Duets, 
Part-songs, &c Parry's Duet, A, B, C, by Miss Croft and Mr. H. 
Patchett, was an exceedingly good performance, and gained a 
rapturous encore. Mr. W. T. Croft presided at the pianoforte.

Sunderland. — On Tuesday evening, 30th Jan- 
uary, the Philharmonic Society gave one of the most successful 
Concerts ever heard in Sunderland, to a crowded and appreciative 
audience. The work selected was Rossini's Stabat Mater for the 
first part, and a miscellaneous selection for the second. The prin- 
cipal artistes were Madame Lemmens-Sherrington, Miss Whytock, 
Mr. W. H. Cummings, and Mr. Robert Ferry. The Chevalier 
Lemmens presided at the harmonium and pianoforte ; Mr. Henry 
Blagrove was solo violinist and leader of the band, and Mr. Wm. 
Rea, of Newcastle, conducted. The band was carefully selected 
from Leeds and Manchester, and the concert proved a rich musical 
treat to those who were fortunate enough to obtain admission. 

Sydney, — Since the departure of Mr. and Mrs. 

Heine, their place has been occupied by Madame and Mr. Simonsen, 
assisted by Messrs. Liddle and Warden, who have given a series of 
high-class concerts, but have not been supported with that liberality

Weston-super-Mare. — At the annual supper of 

the Choir of Emmanuel Church, which took place on the 24th Jan- 
uary, a very handsome time-piece, enclosed in a glass-case, was 
presented to the Organist of the Church (Mr. W. H. Palmer) and 
his wife, as a spontaneous gift on the part of the Choir, in token of 
their appreciation of their valuable services. The presentation was 
introduced by a neat speech from the Incumbent, the Rev. W. H. 
Rowley, at whose house the entertainment was given. 

Windsor. — The third Concert of the series for 

1865-66, given by the Holy Trinity Choir, took place in St Mark's 
School, on the 5th ult. The programme was as follows : — Part L, 
Romberg's sacred ode, " The Transient and the Eternal." Part II., 
Instrumental quartett (Beethoven). Part III., Hatton's cantata, 
" Robin Hood." It was, most probably, the first time Romberg's 
ode was ever given in Windsor. The solos were rendered by Mrs. 
H. Barnby, and Messrs. Hunt and Barnby. The orchestra con- 
sisted, for the most part, of members of Her Majesty's private band, 
and was everything that could be desired. Mr. J. Frederick Bridge, 
Organist and Choirmaster of Holy Trinity, conducted, as on former 
occasions.
